It was 
understood in ancient da that if one man 
could stay in council, 22. could; and if 
the Presdent could spend his time, the mem- 
bers could flee; but in dur councils, generally, 
one will da uneasy, another asleep ; one prey- 
ing, another not; on miad on the business 
of the council, and ancther thinking vn some- 
thing elee, dis.

SPEECH OF ELDER ORSON HYDE, DE- 
LIVERED SUNDAY, JUNE 15, 1845. 


AS REPORTED BY G. L. WATT. 

It has fallen to my lot, brethren ond sisters, 
to occdpy a short time this morning, al: hough 
1 do not feel competent to the task of NN 
this congregation hear me, in consequence o 
the wind. I shall do the best that I can, ‘and 
épeak as loud ae I can, and endure to the end. 
1 hope there may be perfect order in the con- 
gregation, especially sa, on the outskirts ; let 
there be no talking, nor whispéring, nor mov- 
ing about, that I may have the attention of the 
congregation, and by the help of God, advance 
some things for yout benefit and consolation : 
thinge that shall strengthen and encourage you 
while you are passing through thia vale of tears, 
to a country, lying far beyond the reach of the 
enemy, and the arm of the oppressot. 

We well know, brethren and sisters, that the 
religion we profess, has the same effect upon 
the religion of the day as did the religion j pro, 
claimed by John the Baptist, upon the religion 

of the scribes and Pharisees; for he boldly 
proclaimed that the axe wae leid at the root of 
thé tree, and every tree, that briogeth | not forth 
good fruif, should be hewn down and cast into 
the fire. 
The réligion then, that we have embraced, 
having sprung from the same root, possesses 
the same power and qualities, We have, there.
